PIECES  OF  EIGHT 

During  the  voyage  of  discovery  in 
American,  Columbus  came  in  contact 
with  a tribe  of  Indians  called 
CaribSo  Their  original  home  appears 
to  have  been  in  the  Northern  part  of 
South  America.  Being  warlike  and 
expert  in  handling  canoes  with  sails 
these  people  spread  northward  to  all 
the  islands.  They  were  called 
strangers  by  the  people  who  came  in 
contact  with  them,  the  word  Carib 
means  strangers.  This  word  was 
later  used  to  designate  the  large 
body  of  water  enclosed  by  the  large 
encircling  line  of  islands,  the 
Caribbean  Sea. 

Across  this  sea  passed  and  re- 
passed the  Spanish  trade  Galleons 
with  their  cargoes  of  silver  and 
gold  homeward  bound  to  Spain.  The 
Spanish  seas  out  from  the  coasts  of 
Mexico  and  South  America  became 
known  as  the  "Spainish  Main,"  The 
wealth  of  the  new  world  transported 
over  the  main  to  Spain  by  the  lumb- 
ering galleons  attracted  untold 
numbers  of  pirates  who  attacked  the 
ships  and  despoiled  them  of  their 
rich  cargoes. 

The  Spaniards  wished  to  preserve 
the  riches  of  the  whole  continent 
for  themselves  so  other  nations  were 
forbidden  to  trade  with  Spanish 
colonies.  Everyone  caught  doing  so 
or  endeavouring  to  establish  coloniee 
of  their  own,  was  treated  as  a 
pirate  or  a robber,  and  killed  with- 
out mercy.  The  foreign  traders 
banded  together  in  order  to  protect 
themselves  and  it  became  war  to  the 
death  without  mercy.  Spanish  towns 
were  sacked  and  treasure  galleons 
captured  and  looted. 

On  the  island  of  Hispaniola,  a 
large  colony  of  foreign  traders  and 
sea  rovers  was  established.  They 
killed  and  smoked  the  meat  of  the 
wild  pigs  there  which  they  called 
"boucanning"  a french  word  meaning 
to  smoke  meat.  In  time  they  became 
known  as  buccaneers.  The  Spaniards 
eventually  drove  them  out  of  the 
island  and  they  found  refuge  on  the 
island  of  Tortuga,  about  l630j  from 
this  island  they  attacked  the  ships 
of  the  Spaniards  crossing  the  Car- 
ibbean Sea.  The  operations  of  the 
buccaneers  gradually  spread  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  and  using  captured 
vessels,  they  spread  terror  amongst 
the  Spaniards  everywhere.  They 
claimed  justification  because  of  the 
inhuman  conduct  of  the  Dons  towards 
them. 

The  gold  doubloons  and  the  silver 
pieces  of  eight  of  the  Spaniards 
were  the  standards  of  value  in  all 
legitimate  and  all  Illicit  trade  in 
the  Caribbean  Sea,  on  the  Spanish 
Main  and  up  and  down  the  coast  colo- 
nies of  both  Americas, 
eight  was  the  SpanlsH  peso  -peso

The  peso  was  com- 
posed of  eight  reals,  the  real  being 
worth  about  twelve  and  a half  cents 
One  of  the  coins  minted  in  1779 
bears  on  the  obverse  a bust  of 
Charles  IV  of  Spain,  the  reverse 
carries  the  arms  of  Spain,  a shield 
crowned,  combining  arms  of  Castile 
and  Leon.  The  shield  is  supported 
on  either  side  by  the  Pillars  of 
Hercules,  types  of  the  two  rocks  on 
the  north  and  south  sides  of  the 
Strait  of  Qibr alter.  A scroll  on

PILGRIMS  LIFT  HEAVY  LOADS 
WITH  LIGHT  MONEY 


During  the  early  period  of  their 
settlement,  corn  on  the  cob  was  just 
about  the  only  ready  cash  the  Pil- 
grims had  for  their  transactions 
with  the  Indians.  Misfortune  and 
misplaced  trust  in  dishonest  agents 
plagued  them  constantly.  Carrying 
com  in  heavy  bags  and  baskets  on 
their  backs  and  in  boats  was  clumsy 
barter,  and  in  most  of  their  deal- 
ings, not  much  more  than  backaches 
and  headaches  were  the  results  of 
their  trading. 

Not  until  De  Rasieres,  secretary 
of  Fort  Amsterdam,  talked  the  sus- 
picious Pilgrims  into  buying  50  Eng- 
lish Pounds  worth  of  "sewan", 

(wampum  of  periwinkle  and  quahog 
shells  of  white  and  purple  colors) 
at  412.50  a fathom,  did  their  luck 
begin  to  change.  Having  been  use 
to  getting  the  bad  end  of  all  bar- 
gains, the  skeptical  Mayflower  citi- 
zens were  quite  resentful  at  having 
this  undesired  wampum  palmed  off  on 
them  by  the  well  meaning  Dutch. 

Little  did  they  realize  at  the  tire 
that  this  sewan  currency  throughout 
Indian  New  England  was  so  much  in 
demand  by  the  redskins  that  some 
chiefs  would  sell  their  wives  and 
children  for  it.  People  with  the 
bulk  of  it  were  the  ones  in  which 
the  natives  were  interested  in  doing 
business.  If  the  Indians  could  have 
advertised  as  we  do  today,  this  most 
likely  would  be  their  slogan:  "Give 
us  Wampumpeag  (White  strings  of 
money)  and  we'll  string  along  with 
you 

For  a number  of  years  until  their 
rivals  finally  figured  out  their 
secret  and  discovered  a source  of 
supply,  the  traders  of  Plymouth  en- 
joyed a practical  monopoly  of  the 
fur  trade,  something  vital  to  the 
lessening  of  their  financial  diffi- 
culties .

HE  Coined  money  to  pay  for 

HIS  RUM  AND  ALE 


John  Highley,  or  commonly  called 
"Higley, " was  resourceful,  public 
spirited,  and  a citizen  of  the 
little  village  of  Granby  in  Conn, 
with  a taste  for  rum  and  ale.  His 
condition  in  life  is  not  known  to  a 
certainty.  By  some  he  is  called  a 
blacksmith;  by  others  a physician. 

We  are  inclined  to  believe  he  was 
the  former;  he  owned  an  unprofita- 
ble copper  mine  near  Granby. 

As  mentioned  he  was  addicted  to 
drink  and  he  not  only  frequented 
the  village  tavern  a great  deal  of 
time  but  also  laid  in  a cask  of  rum 
now  and  then.  In  the  old  State 
records  of  Connecticut,  a John 
Higley  is  mentioned  as  owing,  in 
the  year  1682,  to  one  Trueman,  a 
bill  for  twenty-six  gallons  of  rum. 
Unable  to  pay  his  creditor  he  be- 
catjie  entangled  with  the  law  and  was 
no  doubt  confined  for  a time  in  a 
debt  or's  prison.  Possibly  he  is 
the  same  John  Higley  who,  at  a later 
period,  coined  his  own  money  to  pay 
his  rum  bill  first,  and  to  aid  his 
fellow  countrymen  next.  The  scar- 
city of  coins  in  the  early  Colonial 
days  is  well  known. 

Anyway,  in  the  year  1737,  Higley 
made  or  procured,  a set  of  dies  and 
out  of  copper  from  his  mine,  he 
coined  various  coppers  which  circu- 
lated in  Connecticut  and  New  England 
They  are  considered  the  first  copper 
coins  minted  in  Colonial  America. 
Being  of  too  pure  cropper,  they  wore 
easily  and  only  a few  specimens 
exist  today  to  remind  us  of  the  re- 
sourcefulness, through  necessity,  of 
one  John  Higley. 

Higley  coined  so  many  copper  pieces 
which  he  valued  at  threepence  that 
the  quantity  exceeded  the  demand. 

He  was  much  too  often  a frequenter 
of  the  local  tavern  and  paid  his 
"Scot"  with  his  coin  until  the  bar- 
man was  "burdened  with  them"  and 
protested  to  Higley  over  their  value 
of  threepence.  He  accordingly  had 
new  dies  made  and  the  next  lot  of 
coppers  had  on  them  the  legend  - 
Value  me  as  you  please,"  which 
shows  he  was  willing,  as  many  others 
si+nilarily  addicted,  to  pay  any 
price  to  get  his  poison.
